(c) Would you be agreeable to a no-code license that, in 
addition to the restrictions of (b) above, also called for a 
test at least equivalent to the Amateur General Class 
examination? 
For _12 Against 38 
(d) Would you accept the idea of a no-code license that 
employed the restrictions of (b) and (c), and, in addition 
required a code recognition requirement (i.e. knowing 
that "A" is dot-dash, and so on)? 
For _14 Against _36 
(e) Would you accept such an FCC-sponsored no-code license, 
provided that, in addition to the restriction outlined by (a) 
(b), (c), and (d), the no-code licensee was required to 
sign a call indicating his class of license? 
For _17 Against _34

Rose Ellen Bills has something in 
common with former Arizona Senator 
Barry Goldwater, King Hussein of Jor- 
dan and performers Arthur Godfrey 
and Andy Devine. They're all amateur 
radio operators — known as “hams” 
— and Bills has talked to them and 
other hams living in more than 200 
countries. 

A secretary in Petrochemicals in 
Wilmington, Del., Bills became a li- 
censed radio operator 25 years ago. 
She is one of only about 11,000 
women hams worldwide out of a total 
of 420,000. Six other Du Pont women 
are licensed operators. 

On the air, Bills is known as N2RE, 
call letters for her station at home 
in Pennsville, N.J., and a mobile unit in 
her car. 

It isn't easy to become a ham, says 
Bills. Requirements include licensing 
by the Federal Communications 
Commission and passing tests for pro- 
ficiency in Morse code and theory. 
“But like any other hobby, you'll work 
at it if you want it badly enough,"” she 
says. Bills has achieved Extra Class 
status, an advanced classification 
which only a small percentage of 
amateurs have earned. 

The lure of being a ham, says Bills, is 
talking with people around the world. 
“You know everyone by their call let- 
ters, not their last name or what they 
do for a living,”’ she says. Bills says 
King Hussein never identifies himself 
except by his call letters, which she 
knows. 

What do hams talk about? “Our rigs 
(equipment), who we've talked to, and 


vide during a disaster or accident. Bills 
helped netify friends and relatives of 
victims of a Johnstown, Pa., flood and 
telayed information and messages 
after an explosion at an Amoco Chemi- 
cals Company plant. 

Bills has been named 1983 vice 
president of the Young Ladies Radio 
League, the only international wom- 
en‘s radio club.

FCC TO REVIEW OBSCENITY DECISION 


"What's this I hear about FCC giving back a license to an amateur 
who used foul language on the air?" Senator Goldwater asked FCC Chairman 
Fowler at a March 2 Subcommittee on Communications hearing. Fowler 
answered that it was a Review Board decision and that the Review Board 
was independent of the FCC. Its decisions, however, are subject to 
review, Fowler noted. After consultation among staff members, he 
announced that the Private Radio Bureau had asked the Commission to 
review the Hildebrand case (page 1 of last issue) and that the FCC 
would indeed review the case. 


Goldwater also pressed Fowler as to what the FCC had done with the 
authority over RFI granted it by Public Law 97-259. Fowler said the 
very fact that it had passed has focused the attantion of industry on 
RFI and made them more sensitive. FCC is encouraging formulation and 
implementation of voluntary standards. FCC is surveying consumers, 
checking TV sets in its labs and working with industry. He went on to 
note that if voluntary standards failed, FCC was prepared to use the 
authority granted in PL 97-259. 
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Although a couple of other Senators were present for some of the 
meeting, Senator Goldwater dominated the questioning. His questions 
demonstrated wide ranging interests in all facets of communications. 
During this discussion, Chairman Fowler mentioned he has listened to 
amateurs on his hf receiver and they sounded like Donald Duck. "You'll 
get used to it," K7UGA replied. 

TNX to K2JF and ARRL 


HAM RADIO MADE THE "WORLD'S LARGEST TELEPHONE CALL" the evening 
of March 3rd, connecting ARRL President Victor C. Clark, W4KFC, with 
an estimated 60,000 plus Amateurs throughout the U.S. and Canada. Clark 
was: featured on this, the latest Honeywell A.R.C. Teleconference Net, 
speaking on "The Future of Amateur Radio." Sixty-six repeaters in 39 
states and Canada were linked together through a pair of Teleconference 
bridges whose use was donated by Republic Airlines of Minneapolis and 
The Darome Connection, Inc. of Chicago. As many as 2 dozen H.F. stations 
were believed to be relaying the net on 15-75 meters. 


PERSONAL RADIO LICENSES REVOKED BY COMMISSION 


Three amateur radio operators have had both their CB and Amateur 
Radio licenses sap for violations that took eee in only one radio 
service. Jt took the Commission 5 years to do it, however. Back in 
1978, Bernard J. Winner of Tucson, Arizona ee was caught trans- 
mitting on the illegal personal radio frequency of 27.440 MHz in the 
never-never land between CB Channel 40 and the 10-meter ham band using 
amateur radio equipment. Winner held both CB and ham licenses. Since 
he was using ham gear, it was ruled that he was "operating under the 
color of his amateur license" out of the 10-meter ham band. In any 
event, both his CB and amateur licenses were revoked by the FCC. 


When this was appealed by Winner, the FCC Review Board (which over- 
sees FCC legal decisions) rendered an unbelievable ruling! They rein- 
stated his CB license stating "that there were no violations of the 
Citizens Band Rules." Had Winner been using CB equipment, he would have 
been operating under-his CB license and would have retained his amateur 
ticket. It didn't make much sense, but that's what happened! The FCC's 
Private Radio Bureau immediately (in April of 1981) protested the 
Board's Decision to the full Commission. It was the PRB's feeling that 
if an individual was unfit to be an amateur radio operator, then it 
should follow that he was also unfit to be a CBer - and vice versa. 

The Private Radio Bureau said that “operation on unauthorized frequencies 
is an illegal interstate transmission in violation of Section 301 of the 
Act" and this authorizes them to take action on all radio operator 
licenses held. 
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Meanwhile, Walter N. Russell of Reseda, California (WA6WFM) was 
caught on 27.865. Only he was using an illegally modified Cobra 140 
CB rig. The Commission, remembering the Bernard Winner/FCC Review 
Board decision, was forced to revoke only Russell's CB license. Then 
Jerry J. Wells of Pueblo, Colorado (K@MGQ) was found shortly later 
Operating illegally on 27.550 MHz with ham gear. You guessed it! 


He lost his amateur ticket but kept his CB license. 
On February 9th of this year, justice was finally done: The 


full Commission finally acted on the Private Radio Bureau's "Request 
for Review" and they agreed with the PRB that “willful violations 
evidence a substantial danger that additional violations will occur 

in other services that the defendents are authorized to operate in." 
They also ruled that operation on unauthorized frequencies "is a most 
serious matter which disrupts the Commission's scheme for frequency 
allocation and interferes with authorized operation by rightful users." 
In an Order released February 18th, the FCC revoked all licenses held 
by Winner, Russell and Wells and affirmed that violations in one 


service can indeed result in personal radio licenses of other ser- 
vices also being withdrawn.
